Washington, Dec. l'J. — Senator 
Chandler's bill to strengthen the mili- 
tary armament of the United States, as 
in trod need into the senate, is as follows: 

"That the president he and he is 
herehy authorized and directed to 
strengthen the military armament by 
adding thereto, equipped for nse, 1,000,- 
O0U infantry rifles, 1,000 guns for field 
artiller. , and not exceeding 500 heavy 
guns for fortifications, to bo procured by 
manufacture in the arsenals or hy con- 
tract for manufacture, or by direct pur- 
chase in the country or elsewhere,, ac- 
cording to the discretion of the [/resi- 
dent, v ho shall conform, when practic- 
able, without unwise delay, to the 
methods prescribed for making con- 
tracts and purchases hv existing laws. 
The sum of $100,000,000 is hereby appro- 
priated to carry into effect the provisions 
of this act." 

It was referred to the committee on 
military affairs. 

On motion of Davis, Rep., Minn., the 
senate agreed to a resolution (railing on 
the president for information and all 
correspondence as to the establishment 
by (4veat Britain of post offices and post 
roads in the United States territory of 
Alaska; also as to any British military 
or civil occupancy of that territory; also 
respecting any attempt by Great Britain 
or Canada to assert any claim to terri- 
tory of the United States in Alaska.

" U. S. SPOILING FOR A FIGHT." 

'• It Is Natural That All the European 
Powers Will Support Great 
Britain." 

Berlin, Dec. 18.— The National Zei- 
tting, referring to the Venezuelan (|tics- 
tion to-day, says that " President Cleve- 
land demands that Great Britain should 
submit all her claim on Venezuela to ar- 
bitration nnd at the same time declares 
that the disputed territory belongs to 
Venezuela. Inasmuch as America 
claims to act as the sole arbitrator in the 
matter, the President's demand for ar- 
bitration is a mere farce; likewise is 
the 'proposed commission of inquiry. 

The Kolnische Zeitung says: "Presi- 
dent Cleveland, to our great surprise, 
has allowed himself to be hurried into 
taking steps which would have heen 
thought impossible. He thereby 
diminished the credit of his second ad- 
ministration in the eyes of history, and 
has prepared for his country troubles 
with England merely in order to catch a 
few votes for the Democrats. Lord Sal- 
isbury's reply to Mr. Olney's despatch is 
a dignified utterance. It is natural that 
all the European powers having posses- 
sions in South America should 
support England, but the mat- 
ter also affects the powers not 
thus directly concerned. Ihe question 
is whether the unbounded pretensions 
of the United States are to be admitted, 
and the European civilization of the 
American contineat replaced by Ameri- 
can civilization. By recognizing abso- 
lutely the undefined Monroe doctrine, 
even in isolated cases, the Americans 
would be encouraged to advance other 
inadmisBable demands upon any Euro- 
pean power. Groat Britain has the 
fullest moral and material right to 
bravely stand her ground and to con- 
tinue the struggle so passionately com- 
menced against her." 

Continuing, the Zeitung expresses 
doubt whether " the message was in- 
tended to be taken seriously," adding, 
" in any case, President Cleveland's tone 
was influenced by the situation it the 
Par East and Turkey." In conclusion, 
thi! National Zeitung points to the isola- 
tion of England. 

The Vossische Zeitung intimates that 
the President's demands are such as to 
attract the attention of other powers be- 
sides Great Britain. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press had an interview on the subject of 
President Cleveland's message on th.- 
Venezuelan question with a high gov- 
ernment official. He said: "Europe 
has never acquiesced in the Monroe

Tresident Cleveland's threat- 
ened interference in a quarrel between 
two other nations is not seriously inter- 
preted here. Threats will show England 
the dangers of isolation." 

Count von Kanitz, the agrarian leader, 
and the author of the famous grain mo- 
nopoly scheme, remarked: " The Uni- 
ted States seems to be spoilihg for a 
fight. She might get her hands full." 

Herr Richter, the people's party lead- 
er, said: "I suppose it is an election 
trick. But it is doubtful if England will 
back down." 

Herr von Puttkamer expressed the 
opinion that "The whole thing looks 
like an American practical joke. 

" Herr von Koeller, who recently re- 
signed the portfolio of the Prussian 
interior, made the following statement: 
" Germany does not see any reason for 
taking sides it! this quarrel." 

Herr Dohnaschtodien, a member of 
the reichstag, said : "It is time to bring 
about an international definition of the 
oft-quoted Monroe doctrine, and the 
present occasion may accomplish it." 

" CANNOT BE DIVIDED " 

U. S. Ambassador Bayard Snys That There 
Is No Sea Between the British 
and Americans. 

London, Doc. 18.— The U. S. ambassa- 
dor seemed to have lost the depressed 
air which he wore this morning. After 
dinner at the Actors' Fund celebration, 
Sir Edwin Arnold in proposing " the 
Stage and Drama " said he laughed at 
the idea of any differences between Eng- 
land and America, and Mr. Comyns- 
Carr toasted " Friends across the Sea 
Mr. Bayard upon rising to respond was 
greeted with a perfect tumult of ap- 
plause, his toast being drunk with three 
cheers. He said : " To-night we are on 
common ground and there is no sea be- 
tween us. There are some things 
that it is impossible to divide. 
By way of illustration he repeated 
the Bible story ot the judgment 
of Solomon over the dispute of two wo- 
men, both of whom claimed to be the 
mother of the same child. " Gentlemen, 
it could not be. We eaimot be divided. 
They are children of the brain and of the 
heart, and of a common ancestry. I do 
not think that they will ever be permit- 
ted to die. I will answer for my kindred 
and your kindred beyond the sea." 
These inferential references to current 
affairs were greeted with repeated cheers 
and with the greatest enthusiasm. Mr. 
Bayard concluded : "The time is season- 
able to invite you in the name of my 
country to join hands across the swell- 
ing main." 

" ONLY A FALSE ALARM." 

" A Crime Against Humanity and Civiliza- 
tion "—" An Election Manoeuvre" — 
"A Peaceful Solution " Expected. 

Paiun, Deo. 18. — Referring to Presi- 
dent 'Cleveland's message Le Temps 
says: "A fratricidal struggle between 
Great Britain and the great republic of 
the new world would seem a crime 
against humanity and civilization," and 
adds : " As much as it is inadmissible 
that England can accept the arrogant 
pntU'nsions of the message, so it is to be 
hoped that she will discover a pacific 
and cmitabie solution of the difficulty. 
As to an Anglo-American war, it is 
impossible. These periodical ebul- 
litions cannot result in such a 
crime against civilization. In 1.888, 
when Mr. Cleveland was on the eve 
of a presidential campaign, he acted as 
a Chauvinist in giving Sir Lionel Sack- 
ville-YVest his passports. Nothing 
further was said. There will be a great 
deal of outcry, chiefly because Mr. Bay- 
ard's rnal-address and Lord Dunraven's 
misadventures have excited the people, 
but all will finally be arranged." What- 
ever lesson arrogance on one side and 
the spirit of conquest and domination on 
the other side deserve, we ho[>e and 
expect a peaceful solution of the affair. 

La Liberie says : "A controversy is 
proceeding between two peoples of the 
same ethnological origin, and who are 
accustomed to big words, but whose 
cold passion does not go so far as the let- 
ting of blood. It is only a false alarm, 
and will certainly be arranged." 

La Patrie, referring to President 
Cleveland's message, remarks: "The 
United States will obtain complete eat- 
istsietion by the vigorous attitude. 
Great Britain is only strong with the 
weak. She is prudent with those who 
are determined to defend the dignity of 
their country. The affair will be a 
great lesson to all nations." 

The Journal des Debuts says: "We 
cannot imagine an election manceuver 
in such a grave question. It is prob- 
able, and must be hoped for, that the 
good sense of the statesmen at Washing- 
ton City and London will prevent the 
dispute from being envenomed to the 
extent of an open rupture, in spite of 
the exedted tone of the newspapers of 
both countries." 

The Rebublique Francaise says: "It 
is in evtirv way a big affair which has 
fallen into Lord Salisbury's hands. 
They wotiid be sorry in London to draw 
the United States into a quarrel, in view 
of our frontier troubles with Brazil, but 
they must not imagine that he will has- 
ten" to play upon this occasion the game 
of diplomacy of Great Britain, which is 
isolated in ihe Fast and Far East. We 
shall be curious and amused to see what 
steps she will take respecting this ill- 
tempered brother Jonathan, in view of 
her policy of independent action."

How Washing-ton Authorities Think 
That Great Britain May Get 
Over the Difficulty. 



Cleveland Will Await Congressional 
Action in Regard to the Pro- 
' posed Commission. 



Washington, Dec. IS. — President 
Cleveland had many calls to-day from 
senators and representatives, who cams 
to congratulate him upon the attitude he 
had assumed in his message. The tele- 
grams were supplemented to-day by 
many letters. Secretary Olney had his 
share of the callers. Although there is 
nowhere a suggestion of an abatement of 
the claims, and, indeed, it is generally 
recognized that the President has left no 
avenue for retreat, it is still confidently 
believed here that the difficulty can and 
will be settled peaceably. This belief is 
based upon the expectation that Great 
Britain will re-establish diplomatic rela- 
tions with Venezuela, 

As the revolution in that country has 
been quelled, and the internal peace 
Lord Salisbury demanded as a condition 
to resumption of Venezuelan negotia- 
tions restored, he will treat the sub- 
ject, it is believed, as- he practically pro- 
mises in his last note, in a more com- 
pliant spirit than the British government 
lias exhibited heretofore in the negotia- 
tions, a id thus speedily reach an agree- 
ment satisfactory to Great Britain and 
Venezuela, and so, as a natural result, 
acceptable to the United States. In tins 
way Great Britain would avoid any con- 
cession of the right of a third party to 
interpose, and likewise escape an ad- 
mission of the acceptability or applica- 
bility of the Monroe doctrine. It is 
entirely probable that Great Britain will 
abstain from presenting any evidence in 
support of her title to the proposed com- 
mission, for by so doing she would 
admit our right to interpose, which is 
the vital point in the controversy. 

One source of present danger, it is con- 
ceded, lies in the Venezuelans them- 
selves, as it is feared that, carried away 
by enthusiasm, they may be led to at- 
tack the British outposts on the Uruan. 

Lord Salisbury's responses to Secre- 
tary Olney's arguments are not regarded 
in ofliciafeireles in Washington City as 
being weighty or logically strong. 'Die 
parallel he seeks to draw between the 
Alaskan boundary question and the Ven- 
ezuelan boundary controversy utterly 
falls, it is said, when viewed in the light 
of the definition of the Alaskan boun- 
dary given in the Russian treaty of ces- 
sion. As for his ^objection to the in- 
jection of the Monroe doctrine in- 
to international law and the making 
of a new international law, as Speaker 
Reed once remarked of parliamentary 
law, " It is not an exact science ;" it is 
made and amended from time to time 
by nations able to 8up|M>rt their views, 
and the United States ban as much right 
to apply this doctrine i.i American 
affairs as had some of the European 
powers by combination to regulate 
affairs in Europe and force their views 
upon Oriental nations. 

It is improbable that Secretary Olney 
will make a response to Lord Salisbury's 
notes at this time beyond a mere formal 
acknowledgment of their receipt, and 
the President will probably await the 
action of congress upon bis suggestion 
looking to a commission before proceed- 
ing further in the matter. 

As the North Atlantic; squadron cor- 
responds to the British Channel squad- 
ron in being charged with the defence of 
our most important coast line, it may be 
that the authorities will take the view 
that prudence would seem to necessitate 
the abandonment of the proposed evolu- 
tion cruise, which would take the ships 
away from home and leave the coast de- 
fenceless, and would also cut them off 
from their l.ase of (supplies in the event 
of trouble, the particular coal ports in 
the waters where the drills were to have 
taken place being in British hands. The 
plans for the squadron, however, will 
not be fixed until Secretary Herbert re- 
turns to Washington City. The armored 
cruiser Maine was to-day attached to the 
North Atlantic squadron. 

The message of President Cleveland 
was prepared with remarkable rapidity, 
considering the length of the document 
and the importance of the subject 
treated. The President wrote every line 
of it without having recourse to dicta- 
tion. Returning to Washington City on 
.Sunday afternoon, he had a conference 
with Secretary Olney and Secretary La- 
mont that night, and then, sitting down 
to his desk, worked unremittingly until 
nearly four o'clock on Monday morning. 
The result was fifteen pages of manu- 
script in the President's peculiarly small 
hand, and it was all in print before 11 
o'clock that same morning.

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WHATCOM'S BANK 

Has |Re-opened for Business With Nearly 
79 Per Cent, of Liabilities to De- 
positors on Hand. 

Whatcom, Dee. 19.— The Bennett Na- 
tional Bank, which was forced by a sud- 
den run to suspend on November 5, 
with aggregate liabilities of $31,000, has 
re-opeued for business with nearly 70 
percent, of its liabilities to depositors 
on hand in cash and exchange, nearly 
all of which hag been realized from col- 
lections during the six weeks the bank 
has been in charge of Temporary Re- 
ceiver Flynn. Not a dollar's worth of 
its securities have been hypothecated to 
secure funds for the re-opening, and no 
officer or director is a debtor to the 
bank. It will have the same officers, 
but some changes have been made in 
the board of directors. Much credit is 
due Mr. Bennett for having paid to the 
bank about $10,000, for loans which had 
been made upon his recommendation, 
but for which he was only morally re- 
sponsible, though he had voluntarily se- 
cured them. This includes $5,000 bor- 
rowed by the late Paul Sehulze. Re- 
ceiver Flynn will leave to-morrow for 
Spokane. 




Tho Construction of Japan's New 
Navy Placed in the Hands 
of Englishmen. 



American Shipbuilders Badly Adver 
lised by the Long Disabled 
" Charleston." 



Private advices from Japan by the 
just-arrived mail announce it as finally 
decided that the contracts for building 
the ten men-of-war by which the Japan- 
ese navy is to be increased will go to 
English firms. English manufacturers 
will also supply the whole of the machin- 
ers and gear for the enlargement of the 
docks at Sascho and Kure. It is gener- 
ally believed that the shipbuilding con- 
tracts would at least have been shared 
with the United States, but for an unhap- 
py object lesson which the builders of the 
Charleston furnished and which was 
quickly emphasized by the wide-awake 
representatives of tho British firms. 

As long ago as in June last the piston 
head of one of the Charleston's starboard 
engines was found to be cracked and tho 
Union Iron Works Co., of San Francisco, 
builders of the ship, were at once in- 
structed to replace it — the piston-head 
it was subsequently discovered had 
never been properly fused in the easting 
and bits of filings which had never 
melted were found in a cavity which it- 
self should never have existed. 

Now still anotherdefect of construction 
lias been discovered in another cylinder 
and the Charleston is rusting at Nagasa- 
ki awaiting the materials for repair 
which come not. The first casting, sent 
for in June, has not yet been received, 
and the fresh similar defect having been 
discovered the crew of the crippled war- 
ship are looking forward to at least six 
months' more enforced and vexatious in- 
activity. 

Naturally the English shipbuilders 
pointed to the Charleston as an example 
of American construction and asked the 
Japanese how they would care to go to 
sea, even in time of peace, with a ship 
in whose engines so little dependence 
could be placed and which were as much 
a source of danger to the men on board 
as a careless smoker in the magazine. 
For the benefit of the Union Iron Works 
it may be said that while the Charleston 
was from their yards, the contract for 
these special and very imperfect castings 
was sub-let by them to another San 
Francisco firm upon whom the responsi- 
bility rests. 

C( i. Hunsiker, who returned bv the 
Empress from a visit to Japan in the in- 
terest, of the Carnegie Iron Works, found 
the field already well occupied by the 
representatives of the Krupps, the Ann- 
strongs, and half a dozen English syndi- 
cates who propose doing whatever they 
jot to do with Japanese labor in Japan 
— a strong point for the government of 
that country to consider in the allotment 
of contracts. The Colonel is, however, 
well satisfied with the result of his mis- 
sion, and confident that when the time 
comes for using armor plates in Japan's 
new cruisers, the order will not pass his 
firm by. Nothing definite will be done,, 
howevei, until the meeting of the diet in 
Kel iruary.

Possible Influence Upon Mining En- 
terprise iu Kritisli Columbia 
Which Hits Much io Show. 



The Cripple Creek mines of Colorado 
are now attracting the •itteutvm of mi' 
in<^ men in the Unitflu States, and, as H 
said in that particular section of tl • 
country, the old Lead ville days arebeir : 
repeated with more v %'or, and the addv 
tional excitement of gold discoveries 
tends to relieve U;l, depression 
which has ho long existed s'nee the clos- 
ing down of most of the .diver mines 
Whether or not this boom will last the 
future alone can determine. The fact 
remains that at the present time thous- 
ands of men are pouring into the coun- 
try by every conceivable means of con- 
veyance, and sleeping r.ccoir.inodittion is 
very scarce. Some are bona tide pros- 
pectors leaving other camps !•) seek new 
diggings; some speculators o-jine from 
all parts of the world to sec for thein- 
eclvea, others are brokers, ''mining 
men," etc., etc., whih there are all 
classes of the usual followers of mining 
booms, with a large percentage of gam- 
blers. 

Your correspondent, besides visiting 
several mines in various paiiH of Color- 
ado, Utah and Idaho, h.id ilia ad van 
tage of bringing with him letters of in- 
troduction 'to the ownors of si.tueof the 
largest mines which ne in operation in 
the Vicinity of Cripplo Creek, and was 
thereby able to t;-- for himself the rea- 
son for all the excitement. These large 
mine owners are very chary about let- 
ting people down their mines as in some 
cases visitors have spread reports which 
have materially influenced the stock 
market. Some of the ores trom these 
mines are so rich that the miners are 
searched when coming out of the pits, 
and detectives placed on watch, as it 
was discovered that a great deal of ore 
was being actually carried away by the 
miners in their boots and dinner pails. 
But this great development work is con- 
fined to only two or three mines, the re- 
mainder being mere "prospect holes" 
which show good outeroppings just suf- 
ficent upon which to form joint stock 
companies and enable the ... ines to be 
quoted cm the Denver stock exchange. 
Those who have visited large mining 
camps know too well the appearance of 
the country under this stale of affairs. 
Indeed, it seems as if in the distance for 
miles round some huge animal had been 
at work digging holes and throw- 
ing the earth out behind him. 

Naturally an equal excitement pre- 
vails on the Denver stock exchange, 
lately established. Mining shares are 
bought and sold eagerly and " all on the 
rise." There is a rumor current thai 
"Barney Iiurnato " is coming; he may 
be coming or may not, hut it all tends 
towards their one great aim, i.e., to 
create a huge mining boom. The 
New York .World and other Eastern 
papers have written warnings to the 
country against these rasli speculations, 
and in spite of this the great excitement 
still continues, and even has spread as 
far east as Chicago where several of the 
" mines " are quoted on its exchange. 
If this state of affairs lasts in all pro- 
bability it will spread to the far Eastern 
States, and then will come the crash. 
Many fortunes will be lost avid made «nd 
those who are unfortunate enough to 
have invested at top prices will be in 
the same lix as our friends who have 
been dabbling in South Africans. 

There are some people who think this 
mining Imjoiii wdl extend to the camps 
in Montana, Utah, Idaho and other 
states throughout the West in a similar 
way to the growth of ttie great land 
boom from 1888 to 1890. If this pre- 
diction proves true British Columbia 
must necessarily bo drawn in, and 
thanks to the energy of several of our 
mine owners wo shall be able to show 
the world something substantial — not 
mere "prospect holes," but actually 
work done and ore being shipped. 

It may interest vour readers to heai 
that the general impression among min- 
ing men in the Western Stales is that 
British Columbia is a wonderful ore pro- 
ducing country, and those who have 
travelled through the Koutenay and 
Cariboo districts return with the most 
favorable reports, and, as we already 
know, many mines are bonded by Am- 
erican capitalists and development work 
is pushed forward. Soire special features 
t« our British Columbia mining laws 
aie thought by American mining i 
to be far ahead of their own, the general 
absence of claim jumping being especial- 
ly remarked upon. It is commonly said 
that the British Columbia government 
knew what it was about when it made 
its laws; iu fact it is generally conceded 
that we have a good mining country and 
exceptionally gooti mining laws. Oui 
development is slow but sure, and when 
this great mining boom spreads itself 
through the West we c«r rtady for them. 
We have the country, anl i our case no 
wild cat schemes, hut something sub- 
stantial to show and give In return.

Professor Ileilprin Corrects Somo Topular 
Misconceptions About It. 

As with many of tho foreign countries, 
there is a wrong impression existing in 
tho minds even of well bred persons 
with reference to tho nature of the pen- 
insula of Greenland. It is supposed to bo 
a cheerless waste of ice and snow, and 
indeed a laud of desolation. Cn first ac- 
quaintance the country does not seem 
calculated to inspire enthusiasm, but 
this feeling soon wears away and the 
returned traveler from Greenland is 
smitten with "tho arctic fevor," tho 
principal symptom of which is a long- 
ing to return to these northern shores. 
Professor Angelo Heilpriu, in his inter- 
esting account of tho Peary relief expe- 
dition conducted by him, thus speaks of 
Greenland : 

"Once the foot has been sot upon the 
mirrored rocks the charms of this garden 
spot one by one unfold themselves. The 
litfle patches of green are aglow with 
bright flowers, rich in tho colors which 
a bounteous nature has provided. The 
botanical eye readily distinguished 
among these mountain pink, tho dwarf 
rhododendron, several pieces of heath, 
the crowfoot, chickweed and poppy, 
n with their varying tints of red, white 
and yellow. Gay butterflies flit through 
tho warm sunshine, casting thoir shad- 
ows over 'forests' of diminutive birch 
and willow. 

"Here and thero a stray bee htinis in 
search of sweets among tho pollen 
grains, while, from afar, woven through 
tho music of gurgling rills and brooks, 
come the i^valodious strains of thousands 
of mosquitoes, who ever cheerfully lend 
their airl to give voice to tho landscape. 
Above this peaceful scene tower the dark 
red cliffs of basalt, which from a height 
of 3,000 feet look down on a sea of 
Mediterranean loveliness, bine as tho 
waters of Villafranca and calm as tho 
surface of an interior lake. Over its 
bosom float hundreds of icebergs, tho 
output of the great Jacobshavn glacier, 
CO miles to tho eastward, scattored liko 
flacks of white shc-op in pasture 

"Snch was tho summer picturo of tho 
region about Disco tis it was fonnd by 
the writer in two successive seasons. 
Thero was little of that Greenland look 
about it which wo habitually associato 
with the region, nothing of thoso terrors 
which to tho average mind rofloct tho 
qualities of tho arctic world."

As to 
Venezuela, about which such an ado is 
being made, not only by the jingo press 
of the United States, but by the Head of 
its Government, another intelligent 
traveller, Mr. II. Somers Somerset, pre- 
sumably an Englishman, says : 

The home politics of the country are 
notoriously unjust and corrupt. Con- 
tracts both with foreigners and natives 
are not worth the paper of their deeds; 
and fron, louo to time the injured 
populace si; marked dislike to their 
rum, an t -,i strong feeling for home re- 
form breaks out in the city. 

Political power and the honors of office 
mean the opportunity to pilfer the pub- 
lic treasure, and ruin the commerce of 
their country by breaking contracts and 
infringing on tlie rights of foreigners. 

Such, then, is the Venezuela of to-dav, 
and such it will remain as long as tlie 
present system of republican govern 
ment continues. Socially— a moral and 
refined aristocracy supported by a pen- 
niless but contented half-breed popula- 
tion. Politically— a mass of violence, 
fraud and corruption, utterly untrust- 
worthy in its promises both to nations 
and individuals, and liable at any mo- 
ment to overthrow such promises when 
a new government arises by force of 
arms antagonistic to the political creeds 
of its predecessor. 

It is to keep such republics as these in 
their present condition and to prevent 
their being subjected to the influence 
of the civilized and enlightened 
nations of Europe that the Monroe doc- 
trino iB hysterically invoked. If the 
description of these South and Central 
America republics is anything like true 
the unfortunate people who arc subject 
to their rule would be infinitely bene- 
fited if they were by some means sub- 
jected to the rule of England or Ger- 



many or France, and the United States 
itself would gain many advantages by 
the change. Republicanism, so-called, 

has been the reverse of a success in Cen- 
tral and South America, and it is very 
difficult indeed to understand what the 
United States can hope to gain by en- 
couraging Venezuela and the other re- 
publics which it pets tocontinue to dis- 
regard national obligations and to oppose 
domestic reforms. 



" UNNATURAL AND 

INEXPEDIENT." 

In the face of Great Britain's wonder- 
ful success in planting colonies at great 
distances from their Mother Country it 
was certainly cool for Secretary Olney 
to write : 

"That the distance, 3,000 miles of in- 
tervening ocean, makes any permanent 
political union between a European and 
an American state unnatural and inex- 
pedient will hardly be denied. But phy- 
sical and geographical considerations are 
the least of the objections to such a 
union. Europe has a set of primary in- 
terests which are peculiar to herself. 
America is not interested in them and 
ought not to be vexed or complicated 
with them." 

According, then, to Mr. Olney the 
political union between Canada and 
Great Britain is "unnatural and inex- 
pedient." That union has now con- 
tinued for a long time and it is to-day 
to all appearance stronger than it was 
half a century ago. If the union bad 
been "unnatural and inexpedient" 
could this have been the case? Unna- 
tural and inexpedient unions do not 
produce such results as are seen every- 
where in this Dominion. Let Mr. Olney 
compare the condition of the inhabit- 
ants of any Province of the Dominion 
with that of the inhabitants of any con- 
tiguous State of the Union and be will 
be surprised to see people between 
whom and their Mother Country three 
thousand miles of ocean intervene, can 
be as happy, as prosperous, as law- 
abiding, in short us well governed in 
every respect, as those between whose 
State and the seat of government there 
is not a single mile of ocean. British 
subjects in Ontario whose union' with 
Great Britain Mr. Olney stigmatizes us 
"unnatural and inexpedient" do not 
see a very great deal to envy 
in the condition of their neighbors in the 
State of iS'ew York, whose connection 
with the Union Mr. Olney would no 
doubt pronounce natural and expedient. 
We, in this Province of British Colum- 
bia, although more than three thousand 
miles of land as well as the three thous- 
and miles of ocean, separate us from the 
country with which we are politically 
connected, are very far indeed from 
realizing that the union with her is 
" unnatural and inexpedient." There 
are, we imagine, very tew among us who 
could be induced to change places with 
the inhabitants of the State of Washing- 
ton. We love to see the Union Jack fly- 
ing over our heads; we are not only loyal 
to our Queen, but we feel for her some- 
thing that very much resembles personal 
affection ; we are proud of the deeds of 
our British ancestors, and it is our boast 
that we belong to an Empire on which 
the sun never sets. Would an unnatural 
and inexpedient union produce such re- 
sults as these ? 

European interests, so far, have never 
vexed the people of Canada nor have 
they felt any ill effects from European 
complications. None of bhese things 
trouble them. They have never found 
the bond that connects thorn with the 
Mother Country in the slightest degree 
galling,. ami they are more than content- 
ed that their union with the Old Land 
shall continue, unnatural and^inexpedi- 
ent as that union appears to Mr. Sec- 
retary Olney.

Ruthless Butchery of Deserters 
British North Borneo— Chiua 
Squadron Augmented. 



Japan's Failure to Retain Supre- 
macy in Korea— Formosa 
Dearly Bought. 



" A few days ayjo," says the China 
Mail, "we gave an interesting account 
of tho ruthless butchery of Manila de- 
serters in British North Borneo. The 
affair is discreditable co all concerned in 
it, to the Spanish soldiers who partici- 
pated in the massacre, and to the Dyaks 
lent from the Borneo police force. Of 
course, the Borneo authorities had no 
responsibility in the massacre. They 
merely showed their willingness, in the 
interests of mutual safety, to assist the 
Spanish authorities in the arrest i>f the 
deserters, who had previously murdered 
their officers on one of the Sulu islands. 
We find the following reference to the 
massacre in a Home; ipor : — ' A telegram 
from Manila states li.at the crew of the 
■Spanish cruiser Marques Duero, in an 
encounter on the coast of Borneo, killed 
eighteen of the rebels who recently kill- 
ed a Spanish, captain oi infantry in the 
Sulu islands. Seven others were taken 
to Sulu, tried and executed. The Cap- 
tain-General of the Philippines praises 
the good offices of the British authorities 
of North Borneo on this occasion.' It is 
not mentioned, it will be seen, that 
' eighteen rebels ' were butchered in cold 
blood after they had given up their 
weapons and surrendered at discretion." 

The British Admiralty has decided to 
bring the armored cruiser Narcissus for- 
ward from the fleet reserve at Ports- 
mouth for service on the China station. 
The Immortalite is already under orders 
for China. These two vessels are im- 
portant additions to the lighting strength 
at Admiral Buller's disposal. They are 
sister ships to the Undaunted ; but 
whereas they carry in addition to their 
two 22-tonners, ten 6-in. quick-firing 
guns each — their (i-in. breech-loaders 
having been superseded by rapid-lire 
pieces, in 1894 on the Narcissus and in 
1S05 on the Immortalite— the Undaunt- 
ed's 6-in. armament is not quick-firing. 
The arrival on the station of twenty 
rapid-lire guns of this calibre, mounted 
on two belted cruisers of over 18 knots 
iviil be an important av.' mentation <>f 
British naval power in P;,eific waters. 

A Nagasaki telegram, dated December 
2nd and published in the Tokyo Asahi, 
conveys the following Shanghai news: 
A telegram just, to hand from Si-an 
states that, a, fording to a dispatch from 
Lan Chow, T . Fuk Sho with three bat- 
talions oi' troops has crossed the Cho 
river, and General Neu has been organ- 
izing a new army, No rebels are to be 
seen be! worn Ivanehow and I.iojhow. 
The troops' sent from Hunan and Hnp'ih 
have been encountering serious obstacles 
in the shape of bad roads. The authori- 
ties of the ,-migli- Yamcn have decided 
to refuse the demands preferred by the 
various foreign representatives for eon- 
cessions to build railways, and it is be- 
lieved that the. Chinese government will 
undertake the work itself, as it deems 
expedient to make the matter a govern- 
ment business, without giving the con- 
tract to any individual, Chinese or 
foreigner. 

All the foreign correspondents in 
Japan appear to agree that Japan has 
lost prestige both at home anil abroad 
since the close of the war through her 
weak-handed policy with respect to 
Korea. The strong grasp of Russia is 
already felt at the helm of stale in Korea 
and the government of 'hat country be- 
comes each day more distinctly and ag- 
gressively hostile to Japan, 'the state- 
craft of flat ; ' little brown men " is ad- 
mitted to be insufficient to hold what 
their swords have won, and Count I to 
linds troubles gathering thick and fust 
about his venerable head. He is, in 
fact, blamed generally for the failure of 
Japan in the Hermit Kingdom, the 
trouble appearing to lie in the fact that 
worn out in the affairs of state he has 
become over-cautious and fails to act 
until the opportunity has passed which 
the aggressive policy of a younger states- 
man would have turned to use. " The 
Russian government," says the Koku- 
min, " has repeatedly pressed the Kor- 
ean government to revise the Keiko 
treaty, with a view to extending the 
overland trade between the two 



countries, but nothing decisive has 
yet been done. The Russians now pro- 
pose to survey the frontiers of Korea, 
and are watching for an opportunity to 
demand the assent of tho Korean gov- 
ernment to the measure. It is under- 
stood that the matter is one that should 
be approved by a conference of all the 
other jiowers before it can be granted." 

There is rich though unintentional 
humor in the following paragraph 
from the native Japanese press: " Th 
Yokohama branch of the Red Cross So- 
ciety has decided to disnatch a pica! of 
black tea to the French Army division 
that has ' restored order ' in Madagascar. 
Half a picul is also to lie sent to the 
Spanish Army division which has 'sup- 
pressed ' the insurrection in Cuba. 
These consignments are to he forwarded 
by the first steamers next month and 
are to soothe the sick and wounded sol- 
diers of the two armies." 

The Mainichi learns that nearly ten 
million yen have been expended by the 
Japanese on the subjugation of Formosa, 
and that thisamount is some three times 
more than the estimated cost of its con- 
quest. This is attributed to the fact that 
the resistance made was much stronger 
than anticipated . 

The Prefecture] Assembly of Kanaza- 
wa have unanimously passed a re- 
presentation to the government suggest- 
ing the construction of a naval station 
at the port oi Nanao, Noto Province. 

Invalid soldiers continue to arrive at 
Hiroshima daily from Formosa. It is 
reported that there are still 2,900 sick 
men in Formosa. There are said to be- 
but few sucli in Manchuria. 

Forty-three coolies, carrying stores for 
the 5th Japanese regiment between Ta- 
kao and Tainan, were attacked and mur- 
dered by disbanded Chinese soldiers on 
November 11.

Excerpt from Rules and Orders Relating 
to Private Hills. 



A I.I. APPLICATIONS for Private Hills, prop- 
erly the subject of legislation by the 
Legislative Assembly of British Columbia, 
within the purview of the "British North 
America Act, 1867," whether for the erection of 
a Bridge, the making of a Railway, Tramway, 
Turnpike Road, or Telegraph or Telephone Line; 
the construction or Improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam, Slide, or other like work : the 
granting oi a right of Ferry; the incor- 
poration of any particular trade or catling, or 
of an] Joint Stock Company; or otherwise for 
granting to any individual or Individuals any 
exclusive or peculiar rights or privileges what- 
ever, or for doing any matter or thing which In 
Its operation w ould idled the rights or property 
of other parties, or relate to any particular class 
of the community , or for {making any amend- 
ment of 11 like nature to any former Act,— shall 
reniiiro a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify- 
ing the nature and object of the. application 
and, where the application rclers to any pro- 
posed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as fol- 
lows: 

In the British Columbia Gazette aud Jin one 
newspaper pubUihed in the District affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, 
then in a newspaper in tho next nearest DiBtrlct 
in which a newspaper is published. 

Such notice shall be continued in each ease 
for a period of at leaBt six weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between the close of the next pre- 
ceding Session and the consideration ef tho 
Petition, aud copies of such notice shall be sent 
by the parties inserting suoh notice to the 
Clerk of the House. 

Before an> Petition, praying for leaveV.to 
bring In a Private Hill for the erection of a Toll 
Bridge, is received by the House, the person or 
persons intending to petition for such Bill 
shall, upon giving the notice prescribed by tho 
preceding rule, also at tho same time in the 
same manner, give notice of the rates which 
they Intend to ask, the extent of the privilege, 
the height of the arches, the interval between 
the abutments or piers for the passage of rafts 
and vessels, and mentioning also whether they 
intend to erect n draw-bridge or not, and the 
dimensions of the same. 

Private Bills shall he so framed as to incor- 
porate by reference the clauses of the General 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such Bills:— Special grounds shall he es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from this 
principle, or for the introduction of other pro- 
visions as to such details, and 11 note shall be 
appended to the Bill Indicating tho provisions 
thereof in which the General Act is proposed to 
be departed from. 

The promoters of 11 Private Bill shall pay the 
Clerk of the House the sum of one hundred 
dollars before the lirst reading thereof ; and an 
additional sum of one hundred dollars im- 
mediately after tho second rending thereof. 
And no such Bill shall be read 11 first time, or 
committed after second reading, until the fees 
payable on the lirst or second rending respect- 
ively are paid to the Clerk. All Bills shall be 
prepared by tho parties applying for the same, 
and printed in small pica type, twenty-six ems 
by llftycms, on good paper, in Imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 10; 1 ^ 
inches by 7'i inches, and 100 copies thereof 
shall he deposited with the Clerk of the House 
immediately before the lirst reading. 

Authority to act as Parliamentary Agent may 
be obtained on application to the Clerk of the 
House and upon payment of the sum of live 
dollars.

DEATH OF MRS. PORTER. 

A Woman Whose Kindly Deeds Helped 
Many Along the Path of Lite. 

To-day the grave will close over all 
that is mortal of the late Mrs. Agnes 
Porter, relict of the late Joseph Porter, 
private secretary to Sir James Douglas 
during the stirring times of the Fraser 
riverand Cariboo gold excitements. Mr. 
and Mrs. Porter arrived at Victoria in 
18511, and for thirty-seven years, with 
the exception of a "visit to Europe, the 
deceased ladv continued to reside in the 
province. All the ca.Iy settlers 1 new 
and revered Mrs. Porter. She was a 
typical Englishwoman of the old school, 
aconsiste.it Christian, and before tiie 
infirmities of ace laid their bauds upon 
her, an active participant in all g-od 
works. Hers was a nature to invite 
and inspire confidence, and the 
young men who in the wild 
days of the early gold "rushes" found 
themselves in British Columbia without 
friends or resources, ever recognized in 
Mrs. Porter a true counsellor and friend. 
More than one of that class who have 
since risen to places of honor and dis- 
tinction are alive to-day to bear willing 
testimony that hut for that lady's in- 
fluence and advice they would have he- 
come waifs and strays — mere derelicts 
of society. There tire times when a few- 
words judiciously spoken, a few kindly 
acts discreetly performed, will win a 
wanderer back to the path of recti- 
tude and virtue. These acts 
and words were always spoken 
and performed as occasion required bv 
Mrs. Porter; and now that she has 
" drawn the drapery of the couch about 
her and laid down to pleasant dreams," 
the hearts of those who loved her and 
whom she loved, while saddened by 
their bereavement, have the one conso- 
lation that the end was without pain 
and that she passed away with a full 
belief in a glorious resurrection. 

Mrs. Porter was born in Wigan in 
1S17, her father (John Brighani) being a 
cotton spinner in that town. She was 
twice married, her first husband being 
Mr. • John Holmes. About three 
years after their marriage Mr. and 
Mrs. Holmes sailed to Sydney, New 
South "Wales. From Sydney they went 
to Hongkong, where Mr. Holmes died. 
Two years later she married Mr. Porter, 
and after a residence of six years in 
China followed her husband to Cali- 
fornia, arriving there in 1S50, coming to 
Victoria nine yeaie later. Mrs. Porter 
leaves one daughter — Mrs. J. W. Mc- 
Kay — five grandchildren, and two great 
grandchildren. 

The funeral services will be conducted 
at Christ Church cathedral, and the re- 
mains will be interred in Ross Bay cem- 
etery.

Still Another Steamship Li'ie Be- 
tween Victoria ait', the Orient 
Projected. 



The Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
Develop Trade and Their Em- 
pire's Greatness. 



According to advices brought by the 
Empress of India yesterday there is a 
strong probability that a fourth first- 
class steamship line will, before many 
months, connect Victoria with the far 
East, this being the famous Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha of Japan. The proposal 
to inaugurate an American-Japanese 
line was hinted at in Mikadoland some 
months ago, but did not take definite 
shape until tin; iiOth of No\ csmber, when 
the annual meeting of the N. Y. K. was 
held. There were, according to the 
Yokohama Advertiser, upwards of 1,700 
shareholders present — though probably 
this should he taken to mean 1,700 
shares represente* -and the report of 
the directorate advising the immediate 
extension of the company's lines was 
unanimously ami enthusiastically 
adopted. There is a national and 
patriotic as well as a commercial side to 
the N. Y. K. as will be noted in every 
line of the extracts here appended from 
the directors' report on extensions. 

" It is well understood," says this 
document, " that the extension of the 
facilities of marine transport is an im- 
portant factor in the development of the 
national power, and the extension of 
Japan's steamship services abroad is a 
matter of special urgency. The under- 
taking, however, requires considerable 
expenditure and is liable to incur heavy 
losses. Its object is to promote the 
national interests of the empire, and not 
t,o secure any personal profits for those 
concerned, t' x that they must be pre- 
pared to sustain whatever losses may 
ensue. In Japan the general drift of 
public opinirn is inclined towards the 
extension of the existing steam services; 
the time has arrived to undertake that 
extension, and it will not he long before 
the proposal is put into effect. 

"The extension o' steam communica- 
tion is reallv a public act beyond the 
power of a p> lvate individual or company 
to carry out; nevertheless it is. the duty 
of those who are concerned in the marine 
transport business to assist it as far as 
their financial resources allow. This 
company has been carrying on such a 
business untie national protection, and 
it has now u veil at so happy a state 
as to be abh to declare a special dividend 
of profits on account of the steamers 
chartered by the government during the 
later war. 

" Under such a felicitous condition of 
affairs the corn pa ay must be prepared to 
devote such surplus of profits to the de- 
velopment of the steam services of the 
empire, and thus to repay the benefit 
which has be n rendered by the nation 
to the com pan . The company is, there- 
fore, now prepp-ed to push forward the 
extension of its business, in accordance 
with the policy adopted long ago. 
Amonu the many lines to foreign ports 
which should be quickly opened in the 
interests of the empire, those most ur- 
gently calling forth the development of 
our national resources arc linos to Europe, 
America and Australia. 

" The opening of the proposed line to 
America should not be delayed even a 
day, as it will prove a most important 
factor in the development of commerce, 
but the steamers required for such a 
line must possess great speed so that 
they can be utilized as cruisers in case 
of war. The opening of lines to Europe 
and Australia is hardly less important. 
The opening of these three lines should 
not be delayed in the face of the exist- 
ing opportunities. The company is pre- 
pared to open the European lino with- 
out waiting for any national subsidy, 
and it has arranged to run six Steamers 
on that line regularly. 

" That was decided upon a longtime 
ago, but its carrying out has been de- 
ayed until now on account of the lack 
of funds for the purchase or construe-

Now 
that the company hns acquired such 
funds from the profits made by the 
steamers chartered by the government, 
it is Vie duty of the company to devote 
such special profits to the public ser- 
vice. The company has also decided to 
open an Australian line out of the pro- 
fits to be made during the next fiscal 
year by the steamers chartered by gov- 
ernment. The shareholders, who have 
received a special dividend, will no 
doubt approve this measure as proposed 
by the company." 

"SELF INTEREST JUSTIFIES IT. ' 

" Is England Entitled to the Disputed Ter- 
ritory"?-" If Not She Violates the 
Monroe Doctrine." 

(From the Post Intelligencer.) 

The secret of much of the surprise ex- 
pressed by the British press at the ap- 
plication of the Monroe doctrine to 
Venezuelan matters is that Great 
Britain regards itself now, as it did in 
the time of dimming, as " an American 
power." Its colony in North America 
and its possessions of various kinds in 
South America give it an equal standing 
it seems to think, with the United 
State? in matters affecting this hemi- 
sphere. The American people feel that 
England is an interloper, but the 
English people consider their rights 
here, so far as they extend over terri- 
tory, fully equal to those of this govern- 
ment. The dispute, it claims, is be- 
tween two American countries over a 
boundary — that is, between a British 
colony already established and an ad- 
joining government. 

To that extent, there is much to be 
said on the B.itish aide ; but only from 
the British standpoint. If the claim 
may be sustained that Great Britain is 
an American power as the sovereign of a 
colony, then France and Spain are also 
American powers. The sole question is 
whether England is entitled or not to 
the disputed territory. If she is, then 
it is her business ami that of Venezuela 
to fight the matter out between them ; if 
not, then she is, by asserting claim to 
territory which does not belong to her 
on this continent, infringing the Monroe 
doctrine. 

As it was understood in Monroe's 
time, there iB very little left to uncer- 
tainty. Monroe, in his seventh annual 
message to congress, December 2, 1828, 
put it into words, which, by the way, 
are supposed to have been written by 
John Quincy Adams ; 

" With the existing colonies or depen- 
dencies of any European power we have 
not interfered and shall not interfere." 
If the disputed territory is part of the 
possession of England, the Monroe doc- 
trine does not apply. " We owe it to 
candor," continues the document, "and 
to the amicable relatione existing be- 
tween the United States and those 
(European) powers, to declare that we 
should consider any attempt on their 
part to extend their system to any por- 
tion of this hemisphere as dangerous to 
our peace and safety." If the disputed 
territory is not a part of the British col- 
ony her attempt to acquire possession is 
an attempt to "extend her system," and 
it falls within the Monroe doetrine. 
President Cleveland declares his purpose 
to be to satisfy himself on that point be- 
fore interfering. And the nation will 
stand by him in that policy. 

By what right, except the mainten- 
ance of their own interests, do England, 
France, Germany, Russia and Italy in- 
terfere in the actions of Turkey toward 
her own subjects? Nobody in Turkev is 
interfering with either of these powers, 
vet they have not scrupled .n the past, 
m a measure, and would not scruple now 
if it served their purpose, to partition 
Turkey among those powers. 

It is entirely a matter of the interests 
of the powers; it is to our interest to 
assert the inviolability of the Monroe 
doctrine on this continent.
